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U.S,  exports  of  dry  edible  peas  totaled  100,178  metric  tons  in  the 
marketing  year  ending  August  31*  1966,  up  slightly  from  a year  ago. 

For  the  1960-61*  five-year  period  exports  averaged  89,000  tons.  The 
’’dry  pea”  figures  for  the  five-year  average  and  the  year  1961*-65  equal 
the  ’’total”  shown  in  Table  1,  less  lentil  exports. 

Accurate  comparisons  cannot  be  made  on  the  basis  of  figures  shown  in 
the  table  for  the  year  1965-66  and  previous  periods  because  as  of 
January  1,  1965*  a change  in  the  export  classifications  removed  lentils 
and  yellow  peas  from  the  category  ’’other  peas”  and  added  cowpeas, 
chickpeas  and  other  minor  commodities.  (See  footnote  Table  k) 

The  two  columns  (I96O-6I4.  average  and  1961*-65  annuai)  have  been  made 
reasonably  comparable  by  adding  lentil  exports  — , January  1 - August  31, 
1965*  into  the  appropriate  column  on  a country-by-country  basis.  No 
adjustment  has  been  made  for  the  addition  of  cowpeas,  etc.,  in  this 
period  because  that  probably  would  make  only  minor  difference.  Exports 
of  the  latter  commodities  did  not  exceed  2,500  tons  in  any  of  the  last 
four  years  that  they  were  classified  separately. 

Exports  of  Alaska  peas  (Table  2)  were  1*8,101  tons,  down  almost  6,000 
tons  from  the  1965  level.  Much  of  this  drop  occurred  in  shipments  to 
Latin  America  where  Peru  and  Venezuela  sharply  reduced  their  imports 
from  the  United  States  and  where  Brazil’s  imports  fell  to  zero.  In  1961*-65* 
Brazil  had  imported  1**995  tons  of  Alaskas  under  PL  1*80.

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Exports  of  Alaska  to  all  of  Western  Europe  were  38,788  tons  in  1965-66, 
near  the  normal  level.  Common  Market  countries  took  2;,61i9  tons  in 
1 965-66,  compared  with  only  1,718  tons  the  year  before.  This  rise  was 
caused  principally  by  the  short  1965  crop  of  peas  in  the  Netherlands, 
a principal  source  of  imported  peas  for  all  Europe  in  earlier  years. 

Japan  increased  imports  of  Alaska  peas  from  an  average  of  1,273  tons 
in  1960-61;  to  3*609  in  1965-66.  But  the  more  dramatic  change  occurred 
in  "other  peas",  principally  Austrian  winter  peas.  This  is  reflected  in 
Table  1,  which  shows  an  increase  in  all  peas  to  Japan  from  an  average  of 
3,229  tons  in  I960 -6b  to  XU, 2.15  tons  in  1965-66. 

U.S.  exports  under  the  new  classifications  "yellow  peas"  and  "other 
peas"  have  not  enough  history  to  make  meaningful  comparisons  possible 
with  previous  periods.  However,  the  new  classifications  do  reveal  in  the 
first  full  marketing  year  (1965-66)  that  U8  percent  of  the  total  of 
dry  pea  exports  was  Alaskas,  23  percent  yellow,  and  17  percent  "other"  - 
principally  Austrian  winter  peas.
